And whereas the Central Government ,s of opinion that it is expedient m the 
public interest that the taking over of management Older shall continue to have 
effect for a further period of one year. 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18A of the Industries (Development and Regulation! Act. 
1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government hereby directs that the -end order 
shall continue to have effect for a further period of one vear.
